Dykes’ motion was lodged after a 
gnarl over the passage of a bill pro- 

viding for the ye eer of a new 
aaae. On the roll call, 126 members 
answered and the house proceeded 
then to straighten out its parliamen- 
tary situation and adjourn until 9 
o'clock this morning. Replying to a 
question from Dykes concerning a 
quorum this morning, Speaker Tucker 
said: 

“If there is not a quorum on hand 
tomorrow morning, no one is more 
anxious for the people of Georgia to 
know it than your speaker.” 

Most of the afternoon session was 
spent in debate on the code bill, in- 
troduced by Representative L. Thomas 
Gillen, of Bibb. It would have re- 
quired 104 yotes to pass it and the

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MACHADO FORCES 
CAPTURE LEADERS 


OF CUBAN REVOLT * 


General Mario Menocal 
and Carlos Mendieta. 


Fall Into Hands of Loyal | | 
Troops. . |

HAVANA, Aug. 14.—(4)—Trapped | 
between the forces of the Cuban army | 
and navy, General Mario G. Menocal | 
and Colonel Carios Mendieta, leaders | 
of the revolt which started last Sun- 
day, surrendered late today in the 
province of Pinar Del Rio. 

News of their capitulation was sent | 
immediately. to President Gerardo 
Machado in his home province of | 
Santa Clara, and he ordered the pris- | 
oners brought to Havana aboard the | 
gunboat Fernandez Quevedo, to whose | 

master they had surrendered. 

The president directed that the two 
insurgent leaders and the 11 members 
of their general staff captured with 
them be ‘accorded all courtesies as | 
men holding high positions in Cuban 
life. 

The surrender of the revolt leader, 
it was expected in Havana, would, do 
much to end the armed moveutent 
against the Machado regime in which, 
according to official figures, 50 per- 
sons have been killed. ; 

Leaders of the so-called intellectual 
wing of the opposition, however, have 
dee lared they will not make peace un- 
less President Machado resigns. 

Dispatches from Santa Clara City 
‘told of a sharp skirmish today be- 
tween rebels and government troops 
in Santa Clara province in which the 
insurgents were victorious. 

The dispatches, which were sent by | 
telegraph and passed the government 
eensors, said casualties were numer- 
ous. ‘This was. the. first engagement, 
in which the government admitted de- | 
feat sincé the uprising started. 

The government forces retired after 
the fighting, according to the advices, 
and awaited reports of the disposition 
of the enemy before renewing the at- 
tack. 

It was believed here the engagement 
took place after the surrender of the 
party of rebel leaders headed by Gen- 


The party of insurgent leaders was 
first sighted this afternoon by a mem- 
ber of the crew of the Fernandez 
(Juevedo near the banks of the River 
| Verde in the extreme western part of 
Pinar Del Rio province.

Troops surrounded the insurgents, 
| forcing them to the river banks. Ac- 
cording to information reaching Ha- | 
vana, the surrender was effected with- | 
out resistance. 

Among those captured were Repre- 
sentatives Miguel Angel Aguiar and | 
Martinez Fraga, long-standing oppo- | 
nents of the Machado policies, and | 
Menocal’s son, Dr. Raul Menocal.

Supreme Court Decision 
on Senate Quiz Appealed 
by Bishop’s Counsel. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—({P)— 
The senate campaign funds investigat- 
ing committee subpenaed more than. 
20 witnesses today in a move to con- 
elude the long inquiry into what dis- 
position Bishop Cannon made of the

“INEQUALITIES” ARE CITED 

BY METHODIST BOARD 


FAYETTEVILLE, Ark., Aug. 14. 
(P)—Immediate correction by the gov- 
ernment of “glaring inequalities and 
poignant miseries’ attending unem- 
ployment and other economic malad- 
justments was urged in the report of 
the chairman of the board of temper- 
ance and social welfare of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, re- 
ecived here today for presentation to 
the board which meets here Mon- 
day. 
The report was signed by the com- 
mittee chairman, Bishop James Can- 
non Jr. and embodies reports from 
13 annual conferences in seven south- 
ern states, 

“In a social order based on Chris- 
tian principles,” the report said, “it 
is unendurable, indeed unthinkable, 
that a part of the country’s popula- 
tion should have sufficient food, cloth- 
ing. shelter and pleasure .. . in- 
deed, that man should be; dressed in 
purple and fine linen and fare sump- 
tuously every day . . . and that 
another part of the population, equally 
honest, equally industrious and anx- | 
ious to work, should lack food, cloth- | 
ing. shelter and pleasures and be 
subject of anxiety and even despAir 
because of inability to secure em- 
ployment and the necessities of life 
for themselves and their families. 

“Our government must reach vers. 
speedily a solution of these pressing 
problems so that there shall be a 
more equal distribution of the neces- 
sities and the good things of life. No 
civilization ean be ealled Christian 
which permits such glaring inequali- 
lies and poignant miseries,”’ 

The report urged better liquor law 
enforcement and reiterated the 
church's stand that any effort by the 
“liquor traffic’ to encourage violation 
of the prohibition amendment would 
find the Methodist ehurch “battling 
against iniquity on the side of per- 
sonal and public righteousness.”

The $442,500,000 total accounted 
for only the active projects under way 
on August 1. It does not include 
highways started and completed earlier 
in the year. 

On August 1, 1930, the active pro- 
gram involved contracts costing $360,- 
000,000. Through the $50,000,000 an- 
nual increase in regular federal aid 
appropriation and allotment of an 
$80,000,000 emergency fund to states, 
this year’s work is about four months 
ahead of last year. It has been esti-

Congressman Dubs Board Plan 
On Cotton ‘Frenzied Suggestion’ 


NEWNAN, Ga., Aug. 14.—Con-) 
gressman W. C. Wright, of the fourth 
district, branded the proposal of the 
federal farm board for destruction 
of one-third of the 1931 cotton crop 
as a “frenzied suggestion wholly im- 
practicable,” in an interview at his 
home here today. 

“A large part of our population is 
hungry and starving, half clad and 
almost naked. Instead of destroying 
our cotton, why not give it to these 
unfortunate people?” Congressman 
Wright asked. “The stupidity and self- 
ishness of the republican administra- 
tion has caused it to overlook funda- 
mentals and resort to expediencies and 
nostrums,” 

Congressman Wright's views of the 
proposal follow: 

“Notwithstanding the egregious 
blunders made by the federal farm 
board, and the fact that it has oper- 
ated in a manner never contemplated 
by the act creating it, notably by 
practically, through its agencies, enter- 
ing the cotton and grain business in 
direct competition to those engaged 
therein, it is, perhaps, fair to say that 
since the board came into existence 
it has faced political and economic 
conditions. producing a business de- 
pression unparalleled in history; but 
it should not be overlooked that when 
conditions are good and prices are 
fair, there would seem to be no need 
for such an agency as the farm board, 
and periods of depression and low 
prices for farm products are the only 
justification, if any, for the existence 


of such an agency.

jute largely with our agricultural and 
usiness interests, it now comes for-

One of the problems with the pants has been the 
binding which the elastic about the knee brought on.
